transportation to the creameries, 

but the number of shipments made } 
fallen.off to.a noticeable degree.  —

notable aspect of the non delivery 
strike. 

Meat is still in good supply with 
neither butcher shop in town ex- 
pericncing any shortage. They es-

NEW ALBERTA ROAD 
CONTRACTS AWARDED
